farm that Col. Barton hid his boats 
while ho stealthily approached the 
house where Gen. Prescott had his 
quarters and took him from his bed. 


There was a pleasant gathering at 


"Redwood" October 4, 1875, to cele- 
brate the golden wedding of Mr. and 
Mrs. 
Anderson. It was a lovely au- 


tumnal day—a fitting time to meet and 
congratulate a couple who had walked 
together for half a century, who had 
seen their great-great-grandchildren, 
and were still in the enjoyment of 
health, and all their facnlt'ies. Mrs. 
Anderson died in 1880. After (hat the 
farm was sold, and Mr. Anderson and 
two daughters lookup their residence 
in Newport. Three daughters and a 
son survive him.—[Geo. C. Mason in

chaperon." Nor do they ask Mrs. Pen- 
nyharvest if she does not waut to hire 
a chaperon with long 'experience and 
good references. Not at all. It all 
comes about very naturally. The lady 
is so accommodating, and Mrs. Penny- 
barvest is so grateful, that it all comes 
to bo understood. Another occupation 
of fashionable ladies of reduced^circum- 
stauces is that of reading to invalids 
and entertaining them with all the 
small talk of the day. 


All these means are resorted to by la- 


dies who have by some misfortune been 
thrown on their own resources. Some 
perform these services openly, with no 
pretense of concealment of their neces- 
sities.

ing," 
"Neithicr have I," said Mr. Harrison, " 
never bad .time to learn. But I have 
always found that if I had an idea, 
could express it on a shingle with a 
piece of chalk, and let u draughtsman 
work it out handsomely and according 
to rule. And I've generally had ideas 
enough to keep throe orfour draughts 
men busy. You can hire draughtsmen 
but you can't hire ideas. Study to have 
ideas, my boy." 
It may be added that 


Mr. Harrison's success was due .not to 
scholastic advantages, but to native ca- 
pacity and personal effort. 


It is a significant circumstance, and 


one that furnishes the basis for the se- 
verest criticism of the current methods 
of academic instruction, that men who, 
like Mr. Harrison, have attained signa 
eminence for originality of thought 
liave rarely been men of much learning. 


Tile grand aim of schools is to fur- 


nish the student with knowledge, a 
fircac deal of knowledge in a little time. 
I'o do this the method of cram, not 
.hat of original research and critical in- 
vestigation, has to be adopted. The 
tudent's mental habit becomes that of 
a discoverer. He is loaded with knowl- 
edge, but on taking on tho load he 
oses, through 
lack of uso, if not 


.hrough stern repression, the capacity 
to think or act except along tho lines of 
conventionality and habit. The schol- 
astic bias has become stronger than 
:lio original bent, and the man loses in 
productive power in proportion as he 
;ains in learning. 


The fault does not lie wholly in the 


schools. The people demand for their 
children a teaching that can bo meas- 
ured quarterly—measured by quantity, 
lot by quality; and on this score the 
child who takes most kindly to second- 
hand ideas is sure to win. Capacity for 
original ideas, for original and personal 
ndcpondent work, is at a discount. In 
:>ther words, what the child most needs 
,o have, the child or youth is least en- 
couraged in cultivating. 


While knowledge and skill are both 


liglily desirable, they arc still of sec- 
Hid rank, and it is possible to acquire 
ihem at too great a cost. If a man has 
deas—original, 
individual, creative 


deas—he can usually hire skill and buy 
cnowledge; he cannot hire ideas. We 
bould 1;e tho last to decry skill or 
inowledM. They are tile essential ele- 
ments of education. But they should 
je gained by processes which make 
hem the tools, not the end of culture. 
1'he man should be the master, not the 
lave of his learning; and whether he 
s one or the other depends very largely 
n the way his knowledge has been 
gained. And it is better far to be tho 
laster of a little knowledge, with ca- 
acity to use it creative, than to be the 
nproductivcly carrier of all the learn- 
ng in all the libraries. Our young 
eachers, whose scholastic aduantages, 
o called, have been few, may well 
ako the lesson to heart.

he ordered the architect of tho Capitol 
to pull them down and have them re- 
moved. 


When last questioned as to the pro- 


gress made on tho coming tariff bill by 
the Ways and Moans Committee, Chair- 
man Mills replied that they were Roiug 
slow for the reason that it was such 1111 
Important subject. There is danger of 
treading on some Committee-man's 
toes at every turn,.and they aro deter- 
mined, so they say, not to do anything 
rash, not to report» bill containing an 
attack on any special industries, for 
that might defeat the very object the 
majority hope to attain. Everybody 
must bo conciliated. Said the Chair- 
man, 
"We want the work of this Com- 


mittee' to stand tho assault of the ene- 
my, nnd we aro building our structure 
accordingly. 


It was on Friday that tho President 


of the Central Pacific Railroad Compa- 
ny, Mr. nniitington, appeared before 
the House Committee to give his views 
upon ponding legislation touching those 
roads. 
Ho informed the Committee 


that ho had nothing to apologize for. 
nothing to take back; he only wanted 
to see an arrangement by which the 
Government would got its money with- 
out crippling the road. Ho stated that 
the organizers, (Leland Stanford, Mark 
Uopkins, Charles Crocker and himself), 
built the Central Pacific by borrowing 
money on their own individual names, 
not on the credit of the Government. 
Tho road was poor and always had 
been. 


A Committoomnnasked if the four 


men wore now poor. "Tho four gen- 
tlemen Imvo grown rich," Mr. Hunt- 
Ington replied, "but they owe it to 
themselves. Wo have taken nothing, 
wo have created values. Wo all began 
poor." Ho snid tlmtlio starter] work 
on a Connecticut farm at $7 a month, 
and at tho end of the month had the$7. 
Ho thought that all the Central Pacific 
owed the Government should be put 
into 250 srmi-aniiual payments, which 
would bring it into shape .the road 
could meet. 
He said his company 


would like to pay all they owed now', 
but they were puor and could not do 


Uc did not think it advisable to 


throw the rouil on the market and sell 
it, no other civilized Government would 
do such a thing; but the United States 
Government wiis a peculiar ono; it ex- 
acted everything and paid nothing. At 
another time he said, in a burst of con- 
fidential passion, that, in fact, the Cen- 
tral Pacific did not owe iho Govern- 
ment anything.

Ume for Fowls. 


People who keep fowls aro advised to

soil this material'may be• provided in 


in the form of bones, cither fresh and 
tlncl^r broken i or burned.'. For1 some 
T«antfp*fet the writer has provided the 
fowlsS^th broken irosh bones procur- 
ed from the butcher, with some little 
trouble in affording this provision. For 
a year past the bones have been burn- 
ed in thb' kitchen range and tho ashes 
carried out where the hens cm get at 
them.' Every morning a largo number 
of thb hens go directly to the heap of 
ashes and diligently pick out the frag- 
ments of bone ash, and during the 
whole day the heap is visited from time 
to Kme by the hens,' No soft eggs are 
laid, and at the present time (at the end 
of January), one flock of 2S hens yield 
an average of 12 eras daily.

She wns sold mid 
resold, but not one of her owners could 
make anything out of her until ono 
company, two or three yours ago. fitted 
her up as n flouting bazar, nnu for a 
time she made money. 
8he finally 


wound up her eventful but unlucky 
career by being sold to n marine junk- 
dealer, to be broken up for old iron. — 
Great Eastern wan the largest vessel 
ovor biiilt.unless Noah's Ark was larger, 
and exports many years ago delighted 
in making comparisons between them. 


The longest sailing vessel afloat is at 


present in this harbor. 
Shu is the Brit- 


ish ship Eleanor Margaret, > She Is also, 
strnngo to say, classed by sailors ns an 
unlucky ship, and horo again, tho ox- 
porioncus of the vessel soom to confirm 
the sailors' superstition. The Eleanor 
Margaret wns originally a 1'eninsular 
and Oriental steamship under another 
nanio, lading between England and 
China via Suez Canal. She mot with 
sovcrnl mishaps while engaged in the 
trado,aml wns finally laid up in 1'onarth 
Uonds with boilers out of order and un- 
der condemnation. She lay at Peimrth 
liondB for flvo years, up forisnlo. She 
was subsequently transferred to thu 
Birkonhoad floats, whore she Iny two 
yonrs more. She was at the end of that 
time sold and her boilers and engines 
taken out. She was then converted in- 
to-a sailing ship, being rigged with four 
masts. She wns then taken into the 
Quoon's dock at Liverpool to load, hav- 
ing on board considerably ovor n thou- 
sand tons of ballast; but the removal 
•f a stcamor moored alongside caused 
her to topple ovor, lior yards makini; n 
wreck of tho dock sheds. A similar ac- 
cident occurred in dock to tho iron 
ship Onkos, ono of the vessels built by 
the Into Lieutenant Commander Gor- 
ringeon the Delaware, with eight hun- 
dred tons of bnllnst aboard. After the 
Eleanor Margaret was righted she load- 
ed with coal for San Francisco, and sot 
sail during the winter ol 1884-85. She 
inado good time and weather to Capo 
Ho™, 
whore she encountered the first 


o and lost her rudder head. Put- 


ting back to I'ortStanley, Falkland Isl- 
ands, for repairs, It wns found that her 
cargo of coal was on flro, and sho was 
compelled to discharge several hundred 
tons. 
Having repaired tlio damages to 


the rudder, she resumed nor voyage, 
but came to Brief in the sane way as 
soon as sho attempted to wcalhor the 
Horn. Sho then put into Montevideo 
for repairs whore nor crow abandoned 
her. Sho lay there for months and 
finally reached this port without further 
mishap. She reached her homo port all 
right, and so far as is known made it 
successful voyage to and from Calcutta 
afterward. 
Her recent voyage to this 


port was an unusually lung one, al- 
though the vessel is a fast sailer. Sho 
has boon lying in tho harbor several 
months waiting fur a charter, and when 
she gets ono sho is run nbhoro on Point 
BIulT, on tho Marin county shore, while 
being towod to Port Costa to load. — 
Yesterday tho vessel was fortunately 
pulled ofl tlio rucks. 


Such accidents as havo befallen the 


Eleanor .Margaret are liable to overtake 
any vessel. A chance word by a sailor 
may cause a bad reputation to attach to 
a ship among scanion, who over after- 
ward exaggerate any little mishap that 
may occur.' Other ships which havo 
not thus boon branded hy sailors may 
havo had far more accidents of ono kind 
or another, and. yet boar as fair a char- 
actor as a ship over had. There is as 
much luck in the way that a vessel gets 
a bad reputation as there is in the way 
in which accidents come to all ships 
sooner or later.— [San Francisco Bullet- 
in.

The Present Age. 


• It is difficult for any one actively 
working in the world to rightly esti- 
mate tho forces developing in different 
nations during his own era. Twenty- 
five to forty years ago, while the forces 
of slavery and freedom wore boiug raug- 
od for conflict, wo can see now was the 
most momentous ora in American his- 
tory. Our politics in that age wore, 
undoubtedly, of greater 
importance 


than thoso of any other country in the 
world. It was surely a great privilege 
to bo an American citizen during that 
era, and take some part, however hum- 
bio, 
in the preservation of the groat 


licpublic. This wns ono of tho grand 
thoughts uttered by Washington in his 
last address for disbanding tho army 
of revolutionary veterans. Since his 
day no generation of Americans had 
greater responsibilities than devolved 
upon those in active life twenty-five to 
thirty-fivo years ago. 


American politics have confessedly 


deteriorated since the war era, and the 
moral conflict that preceded and suc- 
ceeded it. If we were asked to give an 
impartial opinion as to what nation was 
now most profoundly agitated by ques- 
tions of n political charnctor,tlie answer 
would bo that, so far as politics arc con- 
corned, those of Great Britain were for 
the timo more important than those of 
our own country. Not that England is 
tho center of moral and intellectual in- 
fluences, as it once was, but rather that 
the questions agitating English politics 
have at present more moral character 
than have our own. It will be remem- 
bered that Rev. Mr. Berry of England 
declined the call to the 
Plymouth 


church pastorate in Brooklyn on the 
ground that his work in England was 
more important than it could be here. 
No Englishman could have said that 
twenty-five or thirty yoars ago. Even 
now It is only on the suifacc true. For, 
though our American politics bo now 
moan nnd despicable, they constitute 
but a small part of American life and 
force. Probably there are as great men 
now as ever lived, but they are engaged 
in business avocations rather than in 
political life. Tho country is develop- 
ing its resources with greater rapidity 
than ever before. 
Ultimately this will 


take on a moral impulse, ns all develop- 
ment must in tho end. When this is 
done, it will bo perfectly plain that, 
though unnoticed by us, the world has 
perhaps been progressing as rapidly 
towards its future ideal ns it ovor dla 
In any time or among any people.— [Ex,

A Find at Pompeii. 


The find of silver plate and other val- 


uables at Pompeii took place on Sept. 
20, in Uogio VIII., Innuln II., house 
twenty-third. It scorns that tho owners 
of tho house, having made n bundle of 
their plate, had put it on a stool in a 
room 011 the ground floor adjoining the 
kitchen, waiting, perhaps,fora lull in 
shower of burning ashes and for a 
chance of removing it to a safer place. 
The increasing fury of tho eruption, 
lowever, must have persuaded thofugi- 
,ivos to think only of their lives, and 
in the hurry of the flight the bundle 
wns loft behind. Wo have found piec- 
es of the stool or bench upon which 
t was laid, ns well n< pieces of the 
strong cloth which had been, used for 
,ho bundle. There is an exquisite sot 
for four, in solid silver, perfectly well 
)reserved; it contains 4 largo cups, 4 
round dishes, 4 smaller, aim 4 mnall 
cups, 4 egg cups, (uimjoli), 1 filter and 
1 jug. The weight of tho got amounts 
o 27H8 grammes, nearly t) pounds. To 
;his wo must add one more pound of 
jrokon silverware and table utenails, 
•uob as spoons^ salt collars, otc; a 
statuette of Jupiter sitting on a bronze 
stooi; throo pairs of gold earrings and 
fragment* of a largo broiiKo patora in- 
laid with silvor ornamentations. More 
important still is the discovory of throe 
lilialli (of wood, coalod with wax, con- 
taining family documents. When llrst 
:tug out thoy appeared to bo in good 
preservation, but tho action of tho at- 
nosphoro soon turned them into a heap 
of miiiuto fragments. With tho help 
of photographs and of copies we wcro 
ablo to decipher tho general meaning 
of the throo "deeds, all drawn up in the 
year 01 after Christ, that is to say. 18 
,'oars hoforo the catastropho. 
Tho 


oading personages are both women—a 
Docidia Margans and a Poppoa Note, 
Liberia of Prisons—and both scorned to 
liavo very cleverly managed their af- 
fairs. In tho lirftt deed Poppea Note 
soils to Mnrgaris two .young slaves 
lamed Simplex and Potrinus. In tho 
second the same lady declares herself a

Only a Pope could contradict a Crcm. 
Pope Gregory XIII,, who rectified the 
calendar of Julius Cwiar.ln 1582, com- 
manded ui (among other thlnici) to 
make au occasional exception to Oniar'i 
ruling. The Julian calendar made the 
year a little longer than the sun made 
It and the exceu amount* in four hun- 
dred years to three dayi. To rectify 
this error, Pope Gregory decreed—and 
all Chriitendom except Russia has 
adopted his reformed calendar—that 
tho centennial yeari, mob as 1000,1700, 
1800, shall be leap years only when they 
can be evenly divided by 400. Thus 
the year 1000 will not be a leap year, 
but the year 2000 will be. Thus the 
exceu of three days iu every 400 yean 
will bo avoided. 


Hut oven Popes are not infallible—in 


astronomy. In spite of this ingenious 
system of rectification, the average year 
is still too long by twenty-six seconds. 
Tho earth gets round tho sun twenty- 
six seconds sooner than the Pope's cal- 
endar allows; and this excess iu three 
thousand, throe hundred and twenty- 
three years would amount to a whole 
day. 


Astronomers do hot distress them- 


selves about an error of a day in so long 
a period. Nevertheless, to reduce the 
error to an almost incalculable mini- 
mum, 
it is suggested by Professor 


Woolhouse that tho years divisablo by 
four thousand shall also be common 
yoars. With that change, tho total 
error would bo only about ono day In 
twenty-four thousand yoars. 


Who shall issue a command that can- 


not bo obeyed until the year of our 
Lord 4000, and not again till tho year 
8000? As Julius Oiusar began the rad- 
ical reform of the calendar, and Pope 
Gregory XIII. continued the good 
work, perhaps tho completion of the 
task may be fairly left to the President 
of the United States; but any other 
gentleman will do us well.—[Youth's 
Companion. 


Fruit Eating. 


Notwithstanding the largo increase of 


fruit growing, says a writer in the Inde- 
pendent, the bulk of our people do not 
havo as much fruit as thoy could en- 
joy, nor ns much ns would conduce to 
health. I once exhibited, at tlio State 
fair, a largo numbor of fine now grapes. 
What most tmprossod mo was the grood 
uf all sorts of people to got n bunch, as 
soon as tho hour came for breaking up 
the exhibit, boys and girls especially 
bogging for a few. 
Nothing is more 


easily grown than a grape-vine, It will, 
almost take care of itsolf, if you will 


iveit a reasonable chance; and then, 


.javing boon trimmed on very simple 
principles for throo yoars, you can lot 
it run ovor a tree, a shod, a barn, or a 
trellis. Keep its foot clear of woods, 
and well shod with ashes and manure, 
and you will havo enough to oat. Of 
course a noat trellis through your gar- 
den is hotter, and tho .best culture 
brings tho host returns. 


But tho hungry pooplel 
Thoy live 


on moat at ton cents a pound, when a 
pound of grapes at six cents would go 
quite us far and bo more enjoyable. 
We can live almost together on fruits, 
and live well and be strong. I know 
this, for I have tried an experiment. I 
have three boys, one ton, ouo eight, 
and one four years old. 
Not one of 


them has ever tasted moat, butter, or 
pastry, and only tho simplest of cuke. 
They havo nil tho fruit thoy can oat, 
nnd what vegetables they prefer with, 
milk, eggs, and fruit-puddings. 
Thoy 


aro solid, Inrge built, enduring, nclivc, 
healthy. They do not know the menu- 
ing of noadncho or indigostion. 
Their 


minds are exceedingly active, energetic, 
(juick to learn, and retentive. 
Their 


lompurH are never violent and novor 
vicious. I have not the loast difficulty 
with precocious vice, although very 
watchful. 


1 do not undertake to attribute all 


that is positive in thorn to their diet, 
but I do attribute the absence of many 
ills to tho fact that their stomachs havo 
never been Impaired by pastry and 
;roaso. Nino children out of ton are 
iyspeptics at six years of ago. 
Thoy 


are never quite free from stomach, boiv- 
cl, and head difficulties. This prepares 
the way fordisoasesof debility. 


The President and Hia Cook.

Twonty-sixtli-stroct restaurant iu New 
York, and afterward chef at Delmoni- 
co's place iu Hanover Square.

President engaged him through John 
Chamberlain shortly before tho meeting 
of tho Inst session of the XLIXth Con- 
gross. 


Thore is an amuBing story told in 


connection witli I'lneo'i engagement. 
The President sent for Chamberlain 
ono day, and told him that ho wanted a 
cook. 
Chamberlain replied that he 


didn't know of any one in search of a 
place, but if ,'givcn a little time ho 
would look np one. 
This ho did. 


When the President wont to New 
York to attend the funeral of General 
Arthur, Chamberlain brought Piiieo 
around to the Fifth Avenue Ilotol, 
wl)cro tho President was staying. 
Mr. 


Cleveland got up from his chair when 
Chamberlain and Pineo entered the 
room and shook hands with them. 
More than that, he introduced them 
to all present, including the mem- 
bers of 
his 
Cabinet, and 
treated 


them, in fact, as ho wuuld have treated 
any other callers. Then excusing him- 
self from thereat of the company, ho 
sat down with Chamberlain and Pinco, 
and made tho arrangements by which 
tho latter camo to Washington, his sal- 
ary being fixed at $200 a month for six 
months in the year, with the privilege 
of remaining at tho White House tho 
remainder of tho year at $100 a month, 
or of going to some summer resort for 
tho season.

Of 
th* birth* 10 were malt* and 17 female*. 
Of the death* 10 wer* male* and 5 fe- 
male*. Eight of the death* were men 
In active life and voter*. 
Death has 


taken during the past few months 
many of the men who were head* of 
families and only in ihe'prime of their 
powers. The nuipbur of deaths of this 
class i* relative!)' much larger than the 
average for many years. Of the de- 
cedents three were children under' one 
year of age. Nine of lh« birth* were 
of foreign parentage. 
In 1880, there 
were 20 births, 3 marriage* and 21 
deaths. The intention of marriage by 
fourteen couples was recorded iu tbe 
Town Clerk'* oflice, but most of tbo 
marriages were solemnized without the 
limits of the town. 


SCHOOL CENSUS.—A complete can- 


vass of the whole town shows a total of 
103 persons living therein between the 
ages of five nnd sixteen.' Of this num- 
ber 105 are boys and 88 girls. 
150 re- 


port as attending public schools, 5 ns 
attending select schools and 20 not iu 
attendance upon any school. Most of 
tbe 20 are under seven years of age. 
The census shows but six children over 
seven and under flftce:i years of ago 
attending school less than 12 weeks. 
The census discloses tho same dispari- 
ty in number of children among tlio sev- 
eral school Districts as iu former years. 
Dititrict number 1 lias(15 children, more 
th;in one third of the total number in 
tbo whole town anil 10 more than Dis- 
tricts Nos. 2 and 4 both together. From 
present appearances this disparity will 
continue to increase rather than dimin- 
ish. One third of all the births in 1887 
occurred within the limits of this Dis- 
trict, and tlie population is muck in 
excess of that of any other locality. In 
District No. 2. the Alley District, six- 
teen houses stand unoccupied and more 
than half as many more in theParadise 
District, certain causes seemed to have 
conspired to depopulate those parts of 
tbe town lying contiguous to Newport, 
notwithstanding extraordinary outlays 
by the town in that region for improve- 
ment of highways and for the develop- 
ment of its natural resources.
